8. The written demand uMder section 125 shall he framed in accordance with the 
entries contained in the apjiliration or notice referred to in Rule 2. 

9. The uotificiftiou of distraint airected in section 124, Act VIII, 1885, shall be pub¬

•10. The notice shall specify the name of the person at whose iustaripe the distraint is 
made, the name of the defaulter, the name of the person in whoso charge the pr.'duce has 
been placed, and the amount of the arrear due, a*lid it ^all direct any person intending to 
reap, gather, or store the crop or produce, if unreaped or ungaihered, or intending to do any 
other act necessary for its preservation, to give due notice of his iuteution to the person who 
has bi en placed in charge. 

11. * The notice shall be fixed up in the presence of not less than two persons, in addition 
to the agent of the distrainer, who points out the crop or produce. 

12. In the event of it being necessary for ttie distraining officer, or the officer placed 
in charge of disdained property, to reap, gather, or store any crops or produce, or to do unv 
other acts for tv due preservation of the same, as provided by section ] 20, the person at 
whose iu8tanp>'^ie distraint was made shall advance the funds necessary to this end. 

]i0. 'Ijfc^pfficer holding a sale under section 131 shall record a dcscripti.)n of the pro¬ 
perty offeroBrnr sale, the names of all persons bidding for the same, and jhc amount bid by 
each ; anffiKthe sale is postponed, he shall record an order to this effect, and shall then and 
therewhere and the time when the sale will be held. 

'wVS^ae sale is concluded and the sale proceeds are realized, the officer wherlidd* 
the sale shall, after paying the costs of the distraint and sale, as directed in section 134^ 
forthwith pay the balance into Court. 

^ 15. The officer bolding the sale shall take separate receipts for all sums paid by him 
^ costs of the distraint and sale under section 134, suli-sectiou (>), and if the person giving 
the receipt is unable to write, the receipt snail he attested by some person able to do so, 

IC. When a distraint is withdrawn under section 136, the notification of distr^nc 
published under section 124, shall be taken down. 

17, All officers deputed to distrain property under this chapter shall, if there is a po.st- 
office in the vicinity, report to the Court by letter immediately the distraint is made or if 
there is no such post-office shall, immediately on his return, report in writing the natucc 
and extent of the crop or produce distrained, the day on which the distraint was made, the 
name of the person (if any) placed in charge of the 'Top, and the day fixed for the sale or 
it the sale has taken^ place the day on whicli it took place. lie shall Xlso iinmcdiaicly'on 
his return file an accc^ut of all money received and disbursed by him, together, with the 
receipts for the same and the record of the buildings at the sale, if a sale has taken place. 

18. Every person, distraining produce by virtue of the authority conferred on him 
under section 141 of Act VllI, 1885, shal' give notice of such distraint to ^hc Civil Court 
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having juriadiction to entertaiff an application for the diatraint of auch produce, in a tabular 
form which ahall contain the following particulars :— 


(a) The name and address of th^ person at whose instance the distraint was made 
4ibnd a description of his interest in the property, whether as proprietor, tenure, 
holder, or raiyat. 

(5) The name of the defaufter, and of the place in which Le resides, or was known 
to be last residing. 

(c) The amount of the arrear with interest, if any, and the period in respect of which 
it is claimed. 


(d) The bolding in respect of which the arresr is claimed, the boundaries thereof, or 

such other particulars as may suffice tor its ideucification. 

(e) The description and approximate value of the produce distrained, and if the same 

has been reaped or gathexed, the place in which it is stored. 

(/) The name of th« person by whom the distraint was actually made, and the 
name and address of the person in whose charge the produce has been 
placed.

1. Subject to the restrictions hereafter mentioned, the power* and functionsyoonferred

Banga Nassu), which is merely a sand cay with short yungle and eoai.se grass extending 
ill a North and N. W. direction ; tlic extreme Northerly point of dry land is now 6 6 miles 
N. N. J'l. of the Light-lmnso, and eouaists of a few broken pieces of laud formed into 
islands with very low jungle upon them. 

ilKiiotB n*Ai) has been entirely w'ashed away during the cyclone of Scptembei^885, 

but the sand spit whieb fornierlv existed has gone further seaward. 

H ooKKV ToiXAii, the small location on tiie inner side of Dowdeswcll Island where 
the Port Ollicer und Custom House Odieers rt sideil, lias been entirely washed away, 
fud there is now only the Kefnge-lioiise and a few eocoaiiut-trees left standing.

'I'lio water is steep-to, except oil' the mouth t>£ the Mahanadi river, where the bar 
extends about one mile seaward and in Easttriy gales a very heavy .surf gets up right 
along this heacli. 

ruK iNNicR co.tsT-i.TNE of the h.xv — extending from False Point Light-house to Bakood 
Crick, embracing what was torinerlv known as Plowden Island, past the entrance to

The light was first exhibited in the year 1838, hiit the presenter*/ class dioptric light 
was exhibited in 1880, and converted into an occulting light in 1884. 

Caution. —During the months from December till March fog banks and mist occa" 
sionally rise on the land and materially interfere with the brilliancy of the light, and in 
some instances causes it to show a deep red coloty, or disappear as if suddenly extinguished. 
Vessels cannot, therefore, during these months be too cautious when closing the land in

Rule I .—No trees, timber, or any other forest produce shall be cut, sawn, gathered, 
or removed from within the boundaries of the bunderbuns Protected Fbrests without prepay¬ 
ment in full of the charges due thereou at the rates following 

(1) . Sundri, pussur, and amoor timber in pieces measuring 8 feet and upwards in 
length, or 3 feet 0 inches and upwards in girth at tbe thick end, for every maund one anna. 

(2) . Suudri firewood, for every mauncl oue-half anna, 

(3) . Any other forest produce, except honey aud wax, for every mannd oue-qnarter 

anna. *’ 

(4) . The tight to collect honey aud wax, for each man per month one rupee eight 
annae. 

These, or such other charges as may from time to time be fixed under this rule, will 
also be levied on timber and other forest produce which may be exported from landa leased 
under tbe rules for the lease of waste lai da in the Sunderbuus.

-To receive applications and grant permits, printed m the prescribed form 
for the use of water under sections 74, 75, and 77 of the Irrigation Act. 

-Subject to the instructions of the canal officers to distribute, under tho 
provisions of sc(^ou 7G, the water-supply allotted to his sub-district. 

-To recover and crccUt to Government the water-rates. 

-To snpl'riiitcnd and maintain such estahlishraent as may be found necessary 
fur the assessmeut and collection of water-rates within his sub-district. 

8 . Canal Managers have no power under Parts*]^!!, IV, and V of the Act; and all 

claims to remission tinder section 7G of Part VI should be referred to the canal cfficnr or 
bis assistant for disposal. Complaints regarding imauthorisod use of canal water under 
sections 79, 80, and 81 are also to be referred to the canal officer or Collector .for decision. 
All proceedings connected with the recovery of water-rates by distraint or other compul.sory 
process will be undertaken by the Collector. • 

9. Any Manager desiring the construction of a temporary dam acro.ss the lloopan 
Chap Sota, or aeross the bed of the Daha, Gaudaki, Dhanui, or Gangri rivers must prefer 
a written application to the canal officer, specifying the object of tho work and the length 
of time for which it is required. It will be at the diseretiou of the canal officer to reject the 
application or to grant it on such conditions as he may think fit, one of the conditions being 
tiio power reserved to the canal officer of cutting the bund, if it should ever appear to him in 
the public interests necessary to do so. 

Provided, however, that no such dam shall be constructed without due provision Ijcing 
made, by means of a proper escape channel, for the supply t» the guarantor or guarantors, 
on the sa^c river below such dam, of the share of water to which he or they may be entitled 
under the decision of the canal officer. 

10. Any Mrson other than a Manager who may desire to construct a temporary dam 
across the bed iPany of the rivers mentioned in the last rule must prefer his application to 
the Canal Manager in charge of the sub-district in which the site of the proposed dam lies^ 
The latter will then forward the application with his remarks to the canal officer for orders. 

■ 11. Any person, whether he be a Canal Manager or not, who constructs a dam across 
»o£ the river beds referred to in rule 9, without having first obtained the written 
Ausiun of the canal officer, or who, after the construction of an authorized dam, does 
M^ts the doing of any act to impede the free flow of water through tne escape channel 
provided for such dam, will be liable to prosecution under section 93, Act III (li.O.) of 1H7G, 
Chapter XVII of the Indian Penal Code, or otherwise as may seem proper to the Collector. 

12. With reference to rule 7, paragraph 2 above, it will be competent to the Canal 

Manager, subject to the control of the canal officer, and on his 

po»- own responsibility,* to allow the construction of such tempo¬ 
rary dams in any of the village channels (subsidiary to the 
main river beds mentioned in rule 9) within his sub-district, as he may consider necessary 
for the proper distribution of the water-supply allotted thereto. ^ 

13. If one or more of the riparian proprietors desire to have a permanent ttain or 
regulator constructed in auy chauncl or river bed, he or they shall preseut au application 
to that effect to the Collector, who will consult the Canal Manager and the canal olHcor as 
to the desirability of constructin’: such dam or regulat >r. Should its constructiouabe dcemcii 
desirable, the Collector will cause plans and estimates to be prepared, and he shall also r.tll 
upon ^hb applicants to ^deposit the cost (including cost of establishment), or ter give a

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fruarantee aecnrini; its payment wben required, and providini; that, if the cost n{ the work 
should, through unforeseen oauses, exceed the original estimate, the balance will be made 
good by the applicant. The agreement will also provide for the dam or regulator being 
kept in prq^er repair, as well as for its being taken over by Government at a fair valuation, 
should thiB\ver be considered exuedient. The construction of such dam or regulator will 
be carried out by the canal officqK who shall also have power to stop all supplies of water 
if it is not subsequently maintained in proper repair. 

14. Each application for a permanent dam or regulator will be considered on its 
own merits, and will only be granted on such conditions as the Collector, in consultation 
with the Superintending Engineer, shall consider ht. 

16. A register wiJl be kept of the owners of each permanent dam or regulator, and 
any person may at any time apply to the canal officer to be made a joint owner. It shall 
be the duty of the canal officer to report <ully on the matter to the Collector, giving his 

^ own opinion as to whether the application should be allowed or rejected, provided that before 
* reporting in favour of allowing an applicant to become a joint owner, the canal officer shall 
issue a notice upon the registered owner or owners, and take into consideration any objec¬ 
tions which they may prefer. The Collector, on receipt of the proceedings may, after holding 
a further enquiry, if he thinks it to be necessary, pass an order (a )—rejecting the application, 
or (6) directing that the applicant shall be registered as a joint owner on payment of a speci’ 
fied »nm to the registered owner or owners. 

IG. Persons desiring to irrigate their fields with canal water by flow of lift must 
apply in person or by agent to the Canal Manager, whereupon the latter shall issue a‘permit 
in the prescribed form (Appendix 11). The right to irrigate without extra charge extends 
up to the yist of March following the date on which the permit was issued; provided, 
however, that under the operation ofv&i^. rule one and the same crop be not assessed more 
that once. The rate aiiargcd shall not excebd Rc. 1 per acre (or 12 annas per 
bigha), irresjiective ofnlie crops grown, except in special cases to be determined bV 
Government. ^ 

17. Any person, other than a Canal Manager, desirous of taking water for the manu- 

fnetnre of indigo must apply for a permit to the Canal Manager, statim- the estimated 
outturn, and undertaking that he will, on the IstCuf October, declare the quantity 
he has manufactured. The charge will be at the rate of Rs. 2 per mauud of iudi-m 
manufactured. ' ** 

18. No jicrson may allow water to run to waste, and no person, other than a Canal 
Manager, may use water for irrigatiqn or for auy other purpose without having first obtained 
a permit as required by the precedirtg two rules. Any person infringing this rule will with 
the consent m writing of the.Colleetor (but not otherwise), be charged double the ordinary 
rates for the water used without autlmrity or wasted, and will, in addition, be liable on pro- 
Hcculion by the Collector nr canal offieer, to the penalty provided by section 93 of Act IH 
(B.C.) of 187G, or by any other law ur»>r which his oftence may come. The charge in such 
cases will, as a rule, be laid by the Canal Manager by the submission to tjio canal officer or 
Collector ol an “ Unauthorized Irrigation Certificate.” See (Appendix C.) 

JU. The privileges of guarantors are as follows :— 


(1) A prior claim to a supply of water for irrigation and manufacture during the 

continuance of their guarantee. ® 

(2) The right to use water for manufacturing purposes free of charge. 


20 . Any person may apply to the Collector to become a guarantor. If the Collector 
accept the application, which, at his discretion, he may or may not do, he shall jRoceed in 
communication with the canal officer, to determine whether the new guarantee sbaU be 
utilized towards extending the canals, providing distributaries or embankments or towards 
reducing the responsibility of any of the original guarantors. If the original guarantor 
\wit\im whose sub-district the applicant’s property or interest is situated) claims a reduction 
in his guarantee, and can at the same time show that the application of the new guara/itor 
towards an extension of the canal would operate to reduce his collections below the ai^unt 
of his guarantee, his claims to have his guarantee reduced shall be considered; othe^ise 
the new guarantee may be ayiplied towards extending the canals, and an area corrcsdflKine 
to the applicant’s pr..perty or iuteresis be marked off to him, within which h^all 
exercise the rights and privileges now exercised in their sub-districts by the euarantora 
mcntioued in paragraph G of these rules. ^ ^ 

If the applicant’s interest or property be not situated within anv sub-district as 
specihcd in paragraph 6, then the Collector shall apply the guarantee towards extending 
the benefits ol the cnual svstem. ° 


Jl. The irrigation year will commence on the 1st Aoril; and as soon as possible after 
the ungation oi auy land has been completed or the manufacture of indigo (by a person 

other than tbS Canal Manager) has been concluded, the Canal Manager shall present the 

persons ,ho used the water with bills for water-rate (in a form aflproved by (3o?rrnmLt) 
basen upon the actual area irrigated or the outturn ot indigo manufactured. If these bills 
we not paid—(„) in the case of indigo manulacture within one month after presentation 
(6) m thfe case of Mi crops by the let March, (c) in the case of other So^ wiS 
one mpnth after ihe crop irrigated baa been cut, the Canal Manager shall, without delay. 
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submit a list of sucb unpaid bills to the Colleetor, who will put in force the powers vested 
in him for the recovery of the amount due in accordance with sections 88, 84, and 83 of 
the Indian Irrigation Act. 'Such list must be supported by the counterfoils of the bills 
prepared by the Manager, as well as by his personal certificate, that he has satafied himself 
of the justness of the claims ; and in the case of unauthorized irrigation, by th^ “ Unautho¬ 
rized Irrigation Certificates” (Appendix Cl required by r^ 18. 

32, The sums thus recovered by the Collector wul be placed in his (the Collector’s) 
accounts to the credit of the Canal Manasrer as a set-ofip against the amount duo from 
him under his guarantee for the year during which such recoveries are made. The Canal 
Matiauer will be entitled to a commission of 20 per cent, on all recoveries (over and aljovo 
the amount of his guarantee), made either by himself or by the Collector on lists submitted 
on or before the Slst March. Suras due on this account will not be shown by the Manager 
in his accounts, but will be paid to him by ciieque* after the adjustment by the Collector 
of the year’s accounts. No percentage allowance will be granted to the Manager in respei^ 
of recoveries made by the Collector on lists submitted later than the 31st u arch, ahhougV 
the amount of such recoveries will, as stated above, be credited to him as an asset against tlie 
amount of his guarantee. 

23. For water used by a Manager for the irrigation of his own lands, he will be charged 
at the ordinary rate of Re. 1 per acre (or 13 annas per higha), and for sums due ou this 
account he will not he entitled to any commission allowance. 

24. •It will be tlih duty of Canal Managers— 


laf—To see that all permits for the use of water be issued in the prescribed form, 
* and a copy be kept in counterfoil ii^jooks supplied for tiie purpose. 

• Snd—That copies of bills presented for Jfajroent be kept in the counterfoils sup¬ 
plied, for record, r 

3rd—That a cash-book of all^receipts of water-rates be kept in form supplied for 
the pui'pose. 

4fA—That for all cash received receipts be granted in the form supplied by Iho 
canal ofilcer, wh(fch will he kept in counterfoil. 

5fA~Thal. all cash received be paid monthly into the sub-divisional or district 
treasury, and that the treasury receipts be filed with the cash-bcuJs. as 
vouchers. 


6 iA—^To submit such returns as may bef 4 'equired from time to time by the 
Collector. • 

7fA—To afford every facility to the canal officer and Collector in their periodical 
inspection of the Canal Managers’ office and accounts. * 


25. The arapnnt yearly guaranteed by each Manager is payable in two equal instalments, 
viz. ou the 30th of June and the dlst December of each year, and any arn-ar due. on either 
of these dates will be deemed to be a demand under Act VII (B.C.) of IhbO, and shall be 
recoverable by the processes prescribed by the above Act. 

'26. A yearly adjustment up to the Slst March will be made of each Manager’s account 
as soon as possible after the close of the official year (31st March). For this purpose ench 
Manager will, by the 15th April, submit to the Collector in duplicate a statement in form 
Appendix D, with the entries of the first ten columns duly filled iu. The Clolleotor ^vfll sup¬ 
ply the figures for the remainittg columns, and return oue copy to the Manager with a cheque 
for the sum payable ou acc uint of commission as shown iu column 14, should no arrears from 
him be *ffue. The Collector will also require the immediate deposit by the Mansger of any 
arrears whichmuy be shown to be due. Such arrears, if not paid within one mouth after due 
notice to the iRnager, will be recoverable under the Certificate Procedure Act (VII B.C. of

~The Judges of tho nil'll f'purt in 18(55'accordingly determined tliat an inspection 
of the Lo\\*er tknirts should he made, and Sir B I’eaeeek, the Cliiot .Justice, scleetcil 
i^lr. Justice Loch and Mr. .lusLico LOlpliiii-tone Jackse^for this duty. it would have been 
iRipossiblo to liavo at.te"ipted an itisYiec.tion o#all tho^'ivil ■ oiirta in Bengal. The ta-sk would 
have been mo.st laborious and jiroloiiged, and it would have re.siflted in no henedt at all 
prnjtortiunato to the time exiietuhsd. H was, theroforo, settled that tiie ohjoct it) .view 
wouhl best be attained by inspecting the tJivil Courts of all grades at Ihe he-id-rjuarters 
of each district with occasional visits to other Courts couveiiionlly si(un.1‘>d on tlio lino 
of country traversed. Mr. J ustic.|^ 1 joch and Mr. J ustice Elpliinstone Jai;kson proceeded 
in dilfereiit directions^ and visited nearly every distriet in this Presidency. being oiiffugi'd 
on this work for several months. To ensure a n'giilar iiisp'-ction of the Suhordiiiate 
Ciwl Courts, the High Court has iuvariahly leipiireil lJi.stric.t Judges at short intervals to 
itispoct tlio ('ivil (Courts snbordiiiaJc to them ami to^ repf'*'t tho re.^ilt of such inspt'cfiotis. 

.Since then no attempt has tn-en madnataiiv inspecyoii of tlu! Civil Courts by a .Indze 
of the High Court, except ill 1875. when tho iloiirts at the h«ad ((utirl”ra of four of t'ue 
eastexti districts wore itisjteoted by Mr. .Tustice Louis .raeUsdn. i'er'onally T have, a ways 
strongly advocated such jieriodical iuspoclion, and 1 think that a jieriisal of, the report,-! <d' 
previoiis in.spi'oth'iis will show tho mvossity for tl^ duly ladiig regularly undertaken at 
inttuvals. .This •opinion htis. however, not been generally ludd by the High Court of rf'ciit 
years. Somo mouths ago tho Lieutenant-tTOVornor of Biuigal strongly represented tlie 
ne(!c.s,sltv f<»r au inspection in conseipieiie-e of what ho himself had roormtly seen during one 
of his tours. It was nueordingly settled that tho work should he undi>rtaken, and f was 
reqm'stecl to porfm-m the duty, tho time allotted being somewhat limdod owing to tho .stule 
of the judicial work of tho liigh Court. 

It was not to be cxiieoted that any one Judge should bo able in a f.w weoks to make a 
eomyiloto and thoroiigh inspection of all the Civil Courts at tho lioud-ipiiirtor.-i of ov. ry district 
in Bengal. The work is very biborioiis and tnubb.'some, and althoiigli the mean.s of e.om- 
miiiiic^ou have greatly imiirovcd siiico 18C.5, there are .still many dillicult.ies in the way 
of rapid and coiivonient travelling wliicli I need not hero d<-scnl)e. It is also for many 
reasons very^idesirabh' that .such an iii.«pection sliouM be coiubic.ted i.y only om« Judge. Tlio 
experience s^RcriuirtKl cannot be eommunicat(!d on papier; it is obvirms tliat gmater benefit 
to tho nigh Court will be derived, if such experioiic(> bo more ditriised among the J udgos ; the 
mspecting Judges by communication amongst themselves will frefpicntly ho hxl to direct,' 
jboir attention to matters hich must oocasionally e,-,eaY)o the notice <d' one of llioru ; the 
Scommendatioiis made as tho result of an iiispeetion must carry more weight if eoming* 
■Jm several Judges; and the duty will bo more easily porformed if ibJegated to nioro than 
me Judge. I hope, therefore, that, on the next oocadon for iuspeetiug tlu? Courts, tho 
work will be divided amongst two or more Judges, and that full time will bo given for 
a thorough and complete inspeetiou. 

1 have been able to visit only a few of the di.stricts of this I'residoney, and in my dosiro 
to make my inspection as much general as Y)o.-?.slbl('during tins time ailott.od to nu!, I Imvo 
endeavoured to select districts from various (piaiiers njj.roscnting the cliaraeteri,sties of the 
different litigation in our Courts. an<l by this moans in sorao moasuro to ascertain how work 
is done in the Subordinate Courts in Behar,.Ori.-!sa, in Suburban Districts, in I'ja.stcrn Bang,11, 
and in Chittagong. I am eon'-cion.s that my work has b'.-en done somewhat hurrlcdlv and 
not as thonmghly us J desireil, but 1 had to choo.se betwoon inspecting oniy a very jew disti-icts 

.completely, and thus acquiring a very limited fxpoiience of a small number of Court.s. and 

endeavouring to extend mv enynirios ao as to make a more general r^Yiort, wliieh Trmy s.-rve 
to show how ueeessarj'a thorough and complete insp.^etion is. I hope that I nniy thus 
.succQed in ensuring the perf irniiinco of this task at an coiIy dat<!, aud that sn»:li an insjicf-ti ,u 
wjjl extend to the onAire Presidency, including the Courts that I havo recently vi.silcd, ,s, us 
to.oomfdete what I have been obliged to leave uudouo. F 
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of the districts visited by mo wore selected by the Government of Bengal, but 
in order to make my insj ection more general I added to this list. I visited the following

Jin route T nis i v’sitod Patna, Ilajeeporo, T’erozeporo, and Bngirbat; but the short time tliat 
r was abb' to stop at these places prevents ray regarding thosti visits as more than casual 
inspections. In the two ]ilaces itistnientioned. I also eat with the Munsifs, but not sufB- 
ciciitlv b'li!: to enable me to form a very defiuito idea of their proceedings Practically I 
was unable to do more than inspect the Courts at the head-quarters of the districts first- 
Cmciifiom'd. 

On an average 1 allowed myself one dav to each Civil Court, sitting in turn with each 
Judicial oiDcer and inspecting all the oflicts. In this latter duty 1 was much assisted by 
I’.aboo Krisbto Brosono liose, Scrisbtadar of tlio Judge’s Court at Ifoogbl^^ a very able and 
evperieneod otlioor. whoso services have been invaluable to mo, and whose recent death is 
mueli to be lamented. Alter hearing each Judge try a case, or a portion of a case, it was 
tuy practieo to examiiu! the ordcr-sbei't .‘-•bowing the proceedings previously taken in it'. Any 
irreguhiritioH in tliosc proceedings were then pointed out I next examined tlie diary sons 
to ieurii the general colU’so of husijiess in the Coiut, and fot that purpose I used to send for 
the records of several e.a.soB lieaid pruviotis days. 'J'he outline of my tour was never 
settled morn than a day or so in advaneo.* If thy Courts had heen so ineliiiod, they could 
have no opportunity of ((itiei|iatiug iny visits, so jis to nrinnge their work beforehand ; bht 
oven if any such prejiarntion liud he(>ii made, such as was found and deserihed by Mr. Justice 
I.oeir in IHtiti, it would have had little or no olTeot''on an inspection as conducted by me. 
Ah 1 pvoeoeded from district to district, 1 recorded notes w'hich have been communicated to 
the Judges of tho High ('ourt, as well as t) tlio offieora orou(j(,rnod. I propose now to sum- 
itmriso the general result and to mnke such BUi>gestiouB as seem to me to be likely to lead to 
an imjirovement in the iidniiuistration of justice. • 

As rt.-gnrds t.bo mi'iiner in wliieli Imsinoss is conducted and trials held in tlie Mofussil 
Courts of first iiistanee, ] liave found niueli to eonmiend, but I have also found everywliere 
a v('ry irregular anil objoe.tionaldo praotico before any contested case comes to trial whicli 1 
will presi'iitly describe. ^ 

In Peugal, where the evhlenee is given and recorded in Bengali, the judicial oflieers, 
with one exceplion. recorded the e\idenee with their own liands. The dejiositions'wpri' 
afterwards re;dl over to the witnesses generally hy these officers. I observed, however, that 
oecnsionally, to save time, tho depositid§B worn read hy a moliiu'Ir while the trial proceeded. 
This is not altogi'tlier regular, as tho law (sei-tioii Isd) requires that th€‘*evidoTico of each 
witness when completed shall ho read over in the ]iroseue(> i f the Judge and of the witness, 
and alhO in (he presence of tho jiarties or their pleuder.s. 

Jn Beluir the evidence is recorded in the Kaithee elmraefer which none of tho judicial 
offieer.s can write. Consequently, tho services of a mohurir are called in, and the work i«. not 
eondueteil with tho same expedition as in Hougal. Is'otes of the evidence are recorded by tlie 
jiidioiiil oflieers, genernlly in I'higllsb. 

The provisions of the Code regarding the admis.sion of documentary evidence are 
observi'd, and 1 had no rea.son to find fault with the co duet of trials which took place before 
me. Ijcss attention is jwid to the execution of deerces, heeause the amoimt of judieh.! work 
that every oHieer is called upon to perform leaves him little or no time for anything else. 
Matters eoiuieeted with the exeeutiou of di oroes are therefore too often left’ X) the office 
eBtnhli.slmient, and as this estahlishmont is too w'oak and is underjiaid, the assistance of 
mqiaiil niid Iriesponsiblo nppreiitioes is called in. That this system has worked so well is 
niarvelious No one, however, who has had any practical experience of it cannot hut depre- 
<' cate the causes which have necessitated a recourse to it, and therefore I trust that steps w^ i 
soon he takeu to remove the possibility of such abuses. I shall again refer to tliis subjv 
when noticing tho oHioo establishments of the Subordinate Civil Courts. ' 

W it h t he iiroeeoding.s duringt he trial of a case no very serious fault can bo found, although 
improvement in nmuy resjiocts must bo efieotod before a comparison can be challenged with 
l uiirts having superior advantages. The work is intelligently, caffefully, and regularly 
dcim-; fiirtber elaboration in details must follow in course of time; and as all the Courts are 
ni't.'Uwiuly overworked, 1 was not incliued to attacli very great importance to what I regard¬ 
ed us I'o . puratively small matters of detail. Such criticisms seemed to me to bo more 
lihelv to discourage oflieers whoso zeal and devotion to the service cannot be too highly 
. emnmi lulo l, than, in tho proseut state of the work, to bring about any very necessary 
improviicfui 

Ilut all hough, after the commencement of a trial, the proceedings are open to little 
objection, tho system, whieh is everywhere in force before a oontosted case actually comes- 
on for trial, camiot be too strongly condemned. 

A case IS ^vri'ly fridl on the day originally fixed, unless it ho a short cose or one tried 
fjr parte On 1 la- d‘.,y fixed for its diaposid, after settlement of issues, it is nearly always 
found that it e.smi.ii 1 ,^. heard because the judicial officer is engaged either on his boord.xif 
short causes or is oVlin-ed to try some older ease which already been subject to the 
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J rooees of postpon^ont tlwt I am about to dosoribe. The oaso is called up late in the dny" 
f the witnesses are in attendance,—and this isra|<e, —they are discharged without examina¬ 
tion, and another day is fixed, probably one mouth later, because arrangements Lnve already 
been made for the work of the particular Court for that period, and it is not poasible, 
•without great inconvenience, to disturb those arrangements. But it not niWrequently 
happens that tho board has been settled for a much lon^r neriod than one nfanth, and, with 
the desire at least to have the appearance of endeavouring"o try the oa8<> on an early date, 
and so to escape all risk of censure, the oaso is stuffed into an already ovof-crowded board, 
so that, if it is tried on that date, it displaces cases which have some claim to proeodenoe from 
standing before it on tho list of business, although they may not bo of such old institution. 
Confusion consequently ensues, and it becomes almost impossible to restore a regular 
course of business; indeed, it is obvious that unless tho work is well under control, or is not 
enffioient to occupy tho entire time of the particular Jigige, or an additional officer is sent to his 
assistance, order will not be restored. Unfortunately our Courts of first instance, except in 
rare instances, have more work than they can properly perform Where they can get through 
their work, it is in many respects, especially in matters of execution, done hurriedly and in a 
very perfunctory manner. The system, therefore, which I have described has degenerated^ 
into something more irregular, D4vantag0 has been taken of the tendernc.ss of t he Codo in 
providing parties with the means of enforcing the attendance of unwilling witnesses, and 
the parties obtain a series of postponements, until the ('ourt is really prejiareii to o imineneo 
the trial, without the expense and inconvenience of having their witni's.scs in at.teudaixu* on 
each day fisfod for trial by having recourse to sham processes. It h(>(!om(^s re(! 0 gni 80 il tlmt tho 
case will not be tried on the day fixed, so neither party has his ovidercts rotidy. But nnlc.ss 
some excuse for asking for a ^tostponement is fortliooniing, tho ease may be called on and 
dismissed on default. The defendant, too, bos to be pro^^kred for the possible contingency of 
the case behig heard on tho evidence of tlie plsinfiff, frben he maj' suffer if lie cannot fiiriii,«h 
sojno excuse for tho absence of his own witnesses. The pleaderaof both sides generally 
settle such matters amongst tliemselves, alt^joiigli occasionally it may be necessary, as I Hive 
endeavoured to show, for each side to bo propai’od to act indejicndontly to jirovidc agninst 
the n’sk of an adverso summary order. 

The law provides a poseible mcaA of escape, and tho laxness with ivhich that law has 
been adminislcrod affords additions facilities. A repro.ieutatiou is made by one of tho 
parties that some witness has failed to attend on service of summons, and a poxtjioni'ment 
is asked for in order that ho may be arrested. No enquiry is made wlieihcr. the ofln r 
evidence is forthcoming, or, if not forlhooming, why there has boon this negloi-t llavcly does 
it happen that both parties ask for a coercive process, amlfroin tliis it may fairly be inferred 
that the pleaders for both parties liave sofilorl amongst thom6elv8,s what course should bo 
taken ; 1 cannot recollect over to liavo found tliat an iibjoction ^as made to a iio^tponement. 
thus apfUied for. Again, a •warrant for the arrest of a witness is hardly over (>»ceiited. from 
which it would seem that no atlem^it is made to arro^him. The case conics mi again iu due 
isourso with tho same result, only the application raaoe is varied. A ]m)olaination is asked 
for and issued requiring the atteudanno of tho witness on a spooitied day to which tlie trial 
is adjourned. Again is the case culled on forbearing, and it not unfroqnently h.apjieii.s thuf. 
another application for postnoncment on tho same gi’ouud is made, and tjie (’onrL is asked 
to iittaoh the property of the witness. A general order of attachment goes out, and tlio c'lso 
is again postponed. Uven tlien Ihave found furtlier adjournments appanuitly for tlie same 
cause. In one district I found that a new kind of proolaiuation iiad been invented—a 
kind of de-sperato notiic that tlic Court was this time in earnest, and tliat wbalever 
liappeiied the case would be tried. iSnmctiiucs also, after all these coord vc jirocewes Iiud 
been exliausted, I have found an order passed that ten days’ time is allowed to 1 ho 
jiarties ta#produoe their evidence. In one caso I found that on the day fixed for tvi il 
no evidence was forthcoming on either side, but tho plaiutilf’s jileadcr obtained a 
warrant for arrest of one of his witnesses, although some others amongst them lind 
also been serveo, and were absent, and at eaeli stage of tlie caso the samo wituoss was 
pursued by the entire series of processes until eventually the caso was tried, no notice being 
takm of the contumacy of this witncs.s who was eventually examined and disdiargcd. Tlicn 
tliemial begins, the witnesses on whom repented processes have failed tc nuiko uuy impre.s- 
'6ioi|^ttend of their own accord, the ovideiioe is recorded, and judgment d'-iiv r. d; but no 
notjwis ever taken of tho contempt of Court committed. Tho witiiosse.! a: u di.-,uh!irged 
witnout being even asked to explain the cause of tlieir previous absouce. 

There is unfortunately notlii'ig new in the practice that I Inivo de.'ierilied It wa,s con¬ 
demned by Mr. Justice. Loch and Mr. Justice lilphinstone Jackson in IHdo, i.nd if (m.s b-ch 
repeatedly denounuad over since whenever it has eumo under the notice of the J.Iigh, (lourt. 
But although 1 have found this system in full force ovorywlnro, I am glad hi-be ublu to add 
that I have not found in any caso that, when the trial has once commenced, its course has 
been interrupted by tne discharge of witnesses in attoudauoc and an order for thoirY.a.u-u tor 
examinatio.i after an interval. The provisions of section 100 of the Code in thi.s rcsjioct arc, 
1 believe, carefully observed. * 

The system has taken such firm root that it has become extremely difficult to 
erodicate it. subordinate Judges who hear tho majority of appal; liavc been broii")!'. 
up iu it. aud are therefore inoliued to regard any strictness of procedure on the jiaii of 
a Munsif in tiyiug cases on the days fixed and in dealing witli them sutiinmrilv on 
default of evideuco as |u uuueoessary iuuovatiui: resulting in harJ.-hiii to tlii< pirlic-i 
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and a probable failure of justice. A Munsif may annonnoebis determination to try 
oases out on the dajrs its ed for trial on irhateTer eridecoe may be forthooming, but 
the pleaders and peiiies will not readily accept this order, and the result will he that 
oases will be decided on deficient evidence, or deoreed at piirta, or dismissed on de¬ 
fault. ^ T][|> Munsif will beoome extremely unpopular. He will earn the unenviable 
reputation of be^ig summary a^ unjust. Complai its will be made everywhere—in the 
Native Press, anonymou^ to alf his superiors in turn, until they reach the High Court and 
even the Qovemt^ent. His labours to restore order will not be reongnised, for his orders 
will, on appeal, be set aside by the Subordinate Judge, the cases being returned for re-trial; 
ho will become disheartened; and he will probably suffer in promotion for the unfavourable 
reputation he has earned, without proper enquiry into its cause. 

Any reform must, in my opinion, commence at the top. As Courts of first instance. 
Subordinate Judges have less ezoiise for postponing a case than Munsifn. The oases coming 
before them are fewer in number, and therefore their work shou'd bo more under control, 
"dt should be impressed upon them that original suits, in which the persons oonoemed are 
more numerous, should always be beard before appeals, and that if the pistponement of any 
rose is necessary, an appeal should always make way for an original suit. In their desire to 
show good returns of work in mere figures, it has beoome the habit of Subordinate Judges to 
postpone original suits, especially a long and tedious one, at the end of a quarter, in order 
to decide a number of appeals, and so present a good array of figures in their returns of 
work, lliis must be watched and stringently repress^. The Courts‘of Appeal through an 
examination of the order sheet, have the means of haming the course of a trial ready at 
baud and can therefore easily take notice of any unneceseipry postponements on frivolous 
grounds. If therefore the absolute necessity for a change of practice and regularity W 
enforced on the superior Courts oflrs^ instance, the Subordinate Judges, these offioers will 
in turn realise the neoeesy^^y of insisting on the same system in the Courts of the Munsif j. 
But here wo are met with a very great difficulty. The Subordinate Judges generally can 
keep their film of original suits under control, for as Courts of first instanoe they are not ever- 
worked. It is only when in addition to such work they are required to try appeals that more 
work is thrown upon them than they can properly perform. Original suits, too, are 
instituted in the Courts of the Subordinate Judges witbCit any remarkable increase at nny 
particular period of the year. In both these respects the work in a Munsif s Court differs 
mosi materially. It is the exception, and a rare exception, to find that any Munsif can keep 
bis work thoroughly under control. Asa rule, every Munsif is called upon to do much more 
than he can properly undertake, 'yhey all feel that the work must bo done, or tlieir 
individual reputations will suffer. iRoossant and most laborious application to his work may 
enable a Munsif to exhibit a clear file, but it rarely ensures at the same time a satisfactory 
result as reguds the quality or his work. In April—that is, about the end of the Bengali 
year—thero is-always a rush of suits, principally rent-suits. Instead of coming in by ti-ns 
thoy ore instituted by hundreds, bo as ta obstruct and disarrange the work of the Courts. 
Many of these oases never oorae to trial, but are settled out of Court. Ob:iously no infnr- 
mation can be obtained of this probable result in any ease, so they have all to be set down 
for trial in Ibo usual manner. The Munsifs, however, put on the daily board a larger number 
than usual, trusting to the probability of many being decided on default, or on oompromiso, 
or decreed er~parie ; but it constantly happens that some of the cases bn any particular 
day are contested, and consequently postponements oommence. and this with an overcrowded 
file means confusion. Additional officers must bo appointed to meet this pressure and to 
ensure the regularity of the work in our Courts. I have in a separate memorandum shown 
the absolute necessity for adding to the number of our existing Courts by showing the 
gradual and enormous inoroa.se of work coming before those Courts, the heav^ oirear 
aooumulating on their files, and that the increase in the number of the Courts is not at all 
proportionate to the inoroase of work. If the number of oases that the majority of our Judges 
decide be taken into consideration, it will be seen that good work cannot ^^easonably be 
expected from them, and wo too often find that the strurele to perform an almost impossible 
ta^ had led to the most serious oonsequences to the health of our Judges. To ensure a 
better administration of justice more Judges must be appointed, and greater facilities must Ve 
given for the appointment of any additional officer to mee^ a sudden emergency. T’ i 
lluotuations of work in the Munsifs' Courts no doubt present a great difficulty in enfori^' > 
any regular system, still more attention should be paid to the fixing of oases for particular 
days. A little experien^ and care in asoertaining the nature of a ease when instituted, 
cither from the plaint itself or from enquiry from the pleaders*eng^ed, will enable 
a Munsif to avoid overcrowding his board. In the course of my inspection I found certainly 
one instance of such a careful practice which led to most excellent results. I have 
Httlo doubt that, if not discouraged by the Courts of Appeal, Munrifs will enforce trials on 

‘^'‘>*8 fixed and refuse postponements on frivolous grounds, and that pleaders and parties 
wil leiirn that they must bo prepared with their .evidence when their cose is called ora. 
There should also ne a rule that a case onoe poeiponed for want of leisure shall never again 
bo postponed, but tltet, except for very speoial reasons to be recorded, it will be heard on the 
second day fixoti. core being taken that that day is tolerably clear from other work and not 
already ocoupio,! v?ith numerous oases fixed for it. By such means I think that some 
improvement will be efleoted. The only substantial remedy is to appoint more Judges and 
to provide them with better aoooxamodation and office establ^ments, stronger in numbers 
and properl;^^ paid. ’ 
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I have next fonnd that, in oon^eqneaoe of their being overburdened with jadioial work, 
the subordinate Judicial officers are unable to attend properly to matters oonneoted with 
the execution of decrees or to any misodlaaeonB^ work. This work is, therefore, either 
with Amlo, who are underpaid, or with oppreutioes, ^ who are suppos^ ^ Uve on their 
prospects of future employment, and, are engi^^ simply_ beoause the mdinary office 
establishments are altogether inadequate to discharge duties expeot<|d from them. Our 
Judicial officers have justly earned the highest reputation for devotion to the service 
aud integrity, but under the system under which thejr are obliged 'to work, the Civil 
Cotirts cannot be supposed to be above suspicion of corruption, and so long as sufficient and 
properly'paid establishments are not allowed, it is hopeless to expect that this stigma will be 
removed. 1 can imagine no fitter nursery for every malpractice than a seonrioe ox some years 
as on unpaid apprentice, followed by appointment on the regular establishment on an inade¬ 
quate salary. It has long been admitted by Government that the highest of the ministerial 
officers, Serishtadars, especially in District Courts, are underpaid ; the Court-feea realised 
the Oi'^ Courts have, year afW year, realised a large surplus income to Chivemment aitm 
meeting all expenses oonneoted with those Courts; the fees realised by affidavits in Mofussil 
Courts which have been earned by the additional work thrown on Serishtadars have in recent 
years yielded a very considerable sum, and yet the repeated and urgent representations of 
the High Court for an increase of pay to these officers have time aftw time met with no 
response from Government, except an admission of the necessity and the justioe of the 
daun nfttde on behalf of these officers, coupled with an almost indefinite postponement of 
any concession to them. Becently we have received a letter from Government deferring a 
consideration of the matter until the oonolusion of an enquiry likely to last more than one 
^ear iiitd the establiahments of executive offioers ^ a specially appointed Commission. It 
il is not easy to understand why there shojjld be any^stponement qf recognised claims with 
, money forthcoming to satisfy them, or why any preference dioul<IR>e shown to the establish- 
meuts of executive offioers. 

The next matter to which I would^raw attention is the insuffioient and inappropriate 
accommodation generally given to Civil Courts. It cannot hut ho admitted that of late 
years there has boon some imprownent effected, but the first thing that must strike the most 
casual visitor at any civil station,Either the head-quarters of a district or at a suh-division 
of a district, is the great inferiority of the aooommodation given to Civil Judges as oompared 
with every other department of Government, My observations are defective iu so muoh 
a.s they are founded on visits to only some of the districts of Bengal, hut still the places 
visited were selected at random, and there is no reason to believe that I was particularly 
uniortunate in the places inspected. The Munsifs’ Courts,are nearly always in most 
unsuitable struotures. In many places the Munsifs rit in hovels unfit for human hahitatiou— 
dark, badly ventilated, and filthy. At some places mat bungalows have been erected on a 
standard pattern. No doubt these are an improvement on the places in which the Courts 
used to be held, but still these cannot he regardedtb suitable court-houses. The accommo¬ 
dation is,generally insufficient, and the retention of valuable papers in a thatched mat-hoqse 
is attended with the greatest risk, liet any one contrast even these improved oouit-hooses 
with the Court of a Sub-divisional Magistrate or even the local post-offioe or telegraph 
station, and the inferiority is most strikiug; but how muoh more so in the case of the huts 
or sheds in whioh many Munsifs’ Courts are still located. The worst instances were found 
by me at Arrah, Hajeepore, Burrisaul, and Jessore. At Arrah there has been oorrespondenoe 
going on for some four years regarding the ereotion of the Civil Courts, whioh in course 
Ilf time has developed the preparation of plans and estimates as well as the selection of a 
suitable site. Matters advanced up to the ooUeotion oF material on that site, but beoause 
some^her department required this material the bricks have been carted off elsewhere, and 
everytliing remains still on paper promises, the fulfilment of which depends on the existence 
of suiplus ijipds, although these were nvallahle to use material specially collected for this 
purpose. ^ 

In Hajeepore, the Munsif’s Court was held in a dirty, dark kuteha bungalow, a remark^ 
able contrast to the Sub-divisional Magistrates’ Courts, and the official residence, both of 
^hich have been recently added to and improved at some expense,—^the MuhsiFs Courtfs 
^^though much worse than the then existing Criminal Courts, being, at the same time, neglected. 
1^. In Burrisaul 1 found four Munsifs huddled together in a dirty dilapidated house, one 
*of these Munsifs sitting in an ei^poeed side verandah indifferently p:^eoted by a slanting mat 
from sun and rniu. The unsuitableiiess of this aooommodation was noticed by the XJentenant- 
Governor about two years ago, and orders were issued for the preparation of proper Courts, 
but there matters remain. 

At Jessore a magnifioient range of offices with all the newest improvements bad just' 
been finisbod for the Hevenue and Magisterial offioers, and thus had placed some rooms iu 
the old oouit-house at the disposal of the District Judge: but I still found one of the 
Mu^fs holding his ('ourt in a hut affording a striking contrast to the spacious accommo¬ 
dation and aesthetic brick buildings of even the neighMuring Post O^oe and Begistratiou 
Office. . 

The Patna offices are also exceedingly bad and unsuitahlfe. 

But at sub-diyisions the contrast* between the accommodation given to Judicial and 
Executive officials is especially remarkable in their private arrangements., I'have alri^ady 
referred to Hajeepore, hut the same unequality oan be seen everywhere. The contrast is not 
oqjy in the court-houses, but in arrangements made for private accommodation. , The Deputy

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▼ilWe, tha only lodging prooorable is ao nsuroitable that be ia foroed to send his -wile and 
family to his own home. Is it surpririnf^ that, with saoh duadvantages the Exeoative should 
be regarded fliy&e. favoured aerrioe and that Judioial offioers should feel that their interests 
and oomforts^B ne^eoted ? In eduostiooiy in intelligence, in devotion to the publio servioe, 
in publio esttmation/I venture to that the officers of the Subordinate Judioial Servioe 
are not surpassed those of any other department under Government. As a separate 
department Civil Justice yields a large income to Government. Why, then, should the 
olmms of this branch of the publio service always be deferred to those of other departments? 
It is notorious that a Colleotor, a District Magistrate, or evens District Superintendent of 
Police finds little diffioultv in obtainiog funds for any improvement to his offices or even to 
that of a subordinate. 1 have myself seen the most elaborate iron raoks in the office of a 
District Officer at a oost of about lis. 27,<d00. But the obstacles placed in the way of 
District Judges in course of time deter tbeir asking for the most trifling extra expendittiie, 
you admitted claims are so oonstantly postponed that they ore apt to be lost sight of. 
I do not pretend to have x)euetcated the system of the distribution of publio funds among the 
different departments, but I am iudined to think from the indifferent state of the oourt* 
houses andtaejdiffiuulty experienoed in obtaining an increase of the salaries of Serishtadars and 
from similar matters that the interests of this important departnfent are not properly advo- 
oat(‘'l in the first instance, and are not properly maiiituined when, for some, reason or other, a 
retrenchment is necessary iu one of sQvural departments I am oonscious of my in^ility 
to ascertain the real cause of this persistent parsimony in the department of Civil Jusdoe, but 
whatever be its cause, I trust that iu the future its olaims may be more recognised aud more 
jealously watched until they ore actually Mtiafled. 

I now propose to consider points of ^ouriu«-e on which I would suggest some alterfitiona 
BO as to facilitate the work of pour Courts. '' 

There is a very great loss of time in reoording evidence in the vernaouUr and reading it 
over to a witness at the close of his examinadon. This is most notioeahle in Behar, where 
tht« Court language is Knithoe. It will, I think, bo admitted that, as a rule, evidence is 
most carefully recorded iu the Civil Courts Where tiie Judw is able to do so he himself 
record the ovidenoe iu his own handwriting, aud where hV cannot do so he records a full 
memo, nearly always in English, as the Amla reoords the deposition itself ki the vernacular. 
The reading in Kaithee is very tedious, for it is notorious that a man fiuds difficulty in 
reading his own handwriting in that character. Now in oriminal oases, for many years past, 
tho records has been written in English by, all Eurc)]ieaii oftioers and by Native Magistrates 
specially empowered to do so. I can see l!o valid reason why this system should not be intro- 
du<‘('d into our Civil Courts. Wlitgo a Judge is able to write the depocitiou himself as made 
to him, this might continue, but where he cannot do so, 1 would suggest that he bo empowered 
to write it in English. In tlio Bengal districts the law which requires evideufje to be 
recorded in the Court language has the effect#! making it impossible for the District Judge 
niul for him alone, to record (ho ovidenoe of a witness himself, ulthougli he is the Chief 
Judge of tho distriot. I liavo never been uhlo to uulerstaud this restriction, spooially as it 
has (lie effect of detoiriiig a District Judge from trying original suits, for ha finds—and 
1 B[»o(vk from personal experioiioe—that his time enii he bolter oooupied on other work thon 
in supervising the wiirk of an niiintoliigeiit deposition-writer, so as to make the record 
oonespond with his own memo of the evidciioo. 

, Sootiou 141 of tho Code seems uniieoessarily to impose too muoli work on Judicial 
olfioc'rs. It requires that before a (lociiraont shall be filed us part of the record of a suit 
under trial, it shall have been endorsed by the Judge with his own hand, with a statement 
that it was proved or admitted by (ho person against whom it is used. Tliis is particulSwlv 
onerous in rent-suits where a moss of rent receipts may have been tendered in evidenoe-— 
indeed, from tha size and description of the paper usoii for such doouraents, no 8uolv>'*‘ndorse- 

meiit is possible. Tho Judges, however, as a rule, themselves iiumhor these papered besides 

signing and dating them—a jirocoodiiig which interrupts the trial and occupies some tima 
when this duty oon be performed equally well by some ministerial officer. The use of 
son^o stamp would ncoelorate the (Iftsjiatch of husinoss. Seotiou 82 requires that evidence 
recorded oven by tha Judge liimself shall bo read over to the witness “ in the presonoe of 
the Judge and of the wituess, and also iu 1 ho presence of tho jiartios or their ploaiors.” It 
seems to mo that it is sulEoiont that this should bo road ovep to tlie witness himself by a 
ministerial offioer. The procedure prescribed tends very oousider.ably to prolong the course 
of a trial, and tho oorreotions made are o.Koeediugly rare, probublv not mS^ than once in tho 

Prwpdiiro suggested by me is adopted on the Original Side 
of the Uigh Court and affords a suflioieut safeguard against any mistake. 

Tbo system of giving copies works exoellently under iutolligoTit and careful supervision 
where , the Sonahtadar fools the importanoo of this department of the ottioe and himself 
aupenntends It. Where ho neglects this duty, oonfusion reigns; delays in furnishing o-.pies 
are 80 great that parties do not find it worthwhile to enquire about them, and abuses of

We nrocesB-fees fixed by Rules passed under tie Court-Fees Act seem m many resi^ots 
to be mmeoessorily high. Tliese fees were, like the oopying-fees, feed tentatively. Thofc 
intention was to fix them at the lowest rates possible, consistent with providing for tho» 
Spense caused, nn-l in order to attain this it was neoesswy to give a margin to ensum against 
loss to Government. No reliable data were available to guide those who fixed the 
tes The result has been a very considerable profit to Governmout after providing for all 
aWms The fees for attaohmerits of property are too heavy when applied to ottaohraeut of 
’ properties. A separate fee should not be levied invariably for eaoli property attaoh- 
ea in one case it was pointed out to me there were 150 properties to be attached; none 
of’these were at any distance from the others, but yet 160 fees—that is, Us. IbO—were 
r^Tiired before attachment was issued; and fees similarly oaloulated, but double, as tho 
t is Hs* 2 were levied for issue of proolamatmas of sale. These fees were more 
than Buffi<?iont to pay for the establishment omployer by twenty or thirty fold- Some 
wrovisious siiould be made for the payment of fees at a lower^ata it more than four 
or five properties are to be attached or sold situate within a reasonable and spooifiod disUmoo 
from one another The rates for tl»o serfloos of an officer to be left in possession of the 
ottaobed property arc also too high—6 annas per diem is at the rate of more than Us. 11 
per montli, but only some of the p«i8 receive monthly salaiios so high as Us. 10, and aa 
a cousidei’uble time must necossonly expire between the dates of attachment and sale, the 
expense iiiourrod on this account must be immoderate, especially in the cose of crops. 

^ I can understand why the fee for attachment of the person or arrest, as it is termed, 

in execution of decree has been fixed at a high rate, but the rate, Es. 10, is prohibitory, 

which cannot have been intended. I would lower this teg by one-half. „ , , 

To require a fee for an order for sale of attached property and again another fee for 

service of proclamation of sale seems unnecessarily severe. • . ^ , 

l^e mle regarding the payment i>f poundage on tlie gross amount jeolised by 011 
execution sale and then to charge it as costs as againrt the judgment-debtor is, in my opinion, 
oiien to objection. I can imderstand that a perUntage should be levied on the amount 
realised towards satisfaction of a decree, but it is difficult to understand on what principle a 
debtor should be obliged to pay a percentage on auytliing over and above that sum. Com¬ 
mission is charged by an auctioneer at volunt .ry sales ou the sum realised ; but why should 
the" difficulties of a. debtor be enhanced by such a commission being charged on a forced 
sale ? It is notorious that a lower price is realised at such sales, but yet the jiroprietor has 
to suffer additional loss by paying commission on tho full sum realised though it may exceed 

tho amount of the debt. ,, , ■, it u r a ai. 'a- - 

In connection with this matter of poundage on sales, I would refer to tho practice iii 
allowing a decree-holder to bid at an execution-sale. Tho law enables a person to purohaso 
propert|il^)ut up for sale in execution of his decree only with the permission of the Court pro- 
vioiMly^laiued. This 1 have found to be very rarely refused,—in fact it is never refused except 
when there ^more than one decree to be satisfied. The reasons for withholding permission 
to bid in sue^^es is the difficulty of requiring the decree-holder to make payment in cash 
instead of setting off the amount of the decree in satisfaction of the price bid. Sometii^es 
permission is grunted conditional on cash payment being made so that a rateable distribution 
* ^ be mode amongst all the decree-holders. Tho law (section 294 of the Code) has appa- 
.iy overlooked this oontingenoy, as it leaves it optional with decree-holder purchasing 
^ the permission of the Court to set off tho amount of his decree against tho purchase 
money. If the permission to purchase has been granted unoonditionally, and the purchasing 
decree-holder should elect to set off the purchase-money against his decree, other deoroe- 
holders entitled to a rateable distribution ore unable to obtain any satisfaction of their 
demands. It may well be considered whether, if a decree-holder applies for permission to 
puohase and becomes the purchaser, the charge on aooouut of poundage should not fall only 
upon him, and whether the judgment-dobior should not be relieved from it in that oou- 

tmgen^. notices and"proolamations in suits for debt or damage* to personal 

property, or for rent involving a lesser sum than Ks. 50, I observe is highe%thau the rate fixed 
fora summms on a defendant, whereas in other suits the rates are equal. The effeetjof this is 
to add materially to the costs of execution in such petty oases, whereas I apprehend thejooutrary 

object is desired. al j - 

I have endeavoured to show in what respects the fees are too heavy in execution proceed¬ 
ings, but these have been unfortunately inoieased, and without any oorrespoudiug benefit, 
by yilM framed hy thS ^uh Court under section 287 of the Code. The object" of* these rules 
was. to have some enquiry made into the title of the judgment-debtor to the attached pro- 
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party, BO as to notify that title irith soma apoora^ in t^e proolanuMion of sals, and by 
aflor^ng some. aaourity to biddais aa to its probable^ valua, to raalisa a better pewe for ine. 
benefit of boto dearee>holder and jodgment-debtor. With this pbjaot it was directed that 
notioe be given to the parties to attend and settle the sala-pcoolaniatioo.

verbal inffiqstion suffioad, but it hu become the pxaotioe to serve a 
I iudgment-ifSbtor, who was almost invariably absent and nnre preeen ted. 
T£u has neoessitatjpd tne jmyment (d a fee which varies from Bs. 2 in the superiar to Be. 1 
in the lower Courts. In tbe oourse of my inspection I have always ashed wheth^ judgment- 
debtors ever attend on service of this notioe, ani I have always been told that tiiey never do 
attend unless it be to object to the regdUaity of some of the previous proceedings in ezeon- 
tion. The cost of the notioe. however, adds materially to the oosts of these prooeedingi. 
(It may perhaps be said, and with some force, that the oonduot of debtors shows that they 
are not entitled to any consideration in this rsspeet. But we should rather consider the full 
Operation of these rules and how far they have suooeeded in any respect except in adding to 
^'tbe oost and delays in bringing about the sale.) The next step is the affidavit of the deoree- 
bolder that he has made searoh in the Registration Office for ihoombranoes on the particular 
property and tbe result of suoh enquiry. The same information oomes from every Court 
regarding this proceeding. As a rule, no enquiry is made or indeed oan be made. If any 
endeavour is mode in this direction, the Registration Offioers point to some twenty registers, in 
some of which information, suoh as is required, may pusaibly be found. * few persons are com' 
petent, and still fewer have any Ibisure or inclination, to undertake suoh a task. Bo an affidavit 
suffloieut to satisfy the Court is mode that after searoh no inoumbranoe has been diaoovered, 
and to this affidavit there is attached, as a sort of voucher, that some searoh has been made, 
the receipt given by the Kegistration Officer for seorohing-fees paid. As a matter o^ fact, in 
nearly every case no search has efer beenr made. If any incumbrance is no^ed, it is 
heoause it is a matter of local notoiiety, or the incumbrancer has learnt of the attachment^ 
and eomes forward to protect himself. Tho affidavj;t and search, however, involve additional 
expenditure, and add further to tho oosts without any oorrospoudiin!; advantage to any one 
except the Government which takes the fees. Bo after some delay and the incurring of 
these additional costs, the sale-proolamation is settled alnw^t always precisely in the terms 


j.oe ruxes were pnmoruy w reneve juagmenc-ueoi-ors cy enaeavounug to seoure a oecter price 
for properties sold. I have failed to obtain tiny reliable information that this result has been 
attained. And, after all, it may well be asked whether judgment-debtors, who have studi- 
outiy abstained from assisting the Courts thus benevolently endeavouring to relieve them, 
or who have even, as frequently happens, sMven to obsoare or repudiate their own title by 
setting up directly or indirectly that ox a relative or dependent, are entitled to suoh oonsldera- 
tion. To punish them by addiDg to the oosts incurred in bringing the property to sale seems 
a strange departure from tbe original inf^tion, while the delays which necessarily result 
ore a serious iuounveuienoe and vexation to deoree-holders. It must naturally be a matter 
for mere speoulatiou, since statistics could not be obtained on which any reliable ‘oonolusion 
could be formed, but I do not bolieve that auy litigation has been avoided by suoh attempts 
to obtain better titles for auotion-purohasera under these rules. Some improvement might 
be attained if a oertifioate were required from a Registration Officer regarding the result of 
enquiry into the title of an attached property, but I doubt extremely whether these 
offioers would accept such a respouaibility, and even if they did it would Ito impossible for 
any Court to control them so as to insist on a return being made within a reasonable time. 
The result would probably be a further delay in the holding of soles, and in the realisation of 
judgment-debts. I thiuk therefore that a very radical alteration should be mad% in the 
rules. 


The efficiency of the prooess-serving establishment naturally depends upon Jlhe oapaoity 
and supervision of the ntudr. This has varied very considerably in the distrio&’that l' hare 
visited. Sometimes I have found a regular system aud a careful supervision that was most 
creditable. Complaints were rare, and when mode they were oarefolly attended to. In 
order districts I found that mattm were ili-regxdated; in the desire to show a large surplu j 
revenue, too many processes were made over at one time to the same peon with the oertan i 
oonsequenoe that either servioe was not properly mude, or that returns were not mwde to '■ 
Courts on or before the days fixed for trial. In suoh districts, too, I heard complaints 
delay in servioe of notices of appeal to reeponients, suoh as to prevent their ^ving an 
opportimity of objecting to a portion of the deoree. I also oooasionqliy found, with much 
regret, that in these distnota complaints of the misoouduot <» peons xeoeived little 
attention; that there were delays in hearing them so as to discourage those who sufiwed 
and had been compelled to make them; and that sometimes the punishments awarded 
were altogether inadequate to the charaotOT of the misoouduot. l^eae ore matten that 
eannot be dealt with except by^ the Courts immediately oonoemed. I lost no oppor¬ 
tunity of impressing tbe great xmportaaoe of attention and strict disoipline eveiyv^re. 
I, ngretted also te> find that some pemu were still retained in nearly eveiy dift rifi t 
visited by me who were nnable to read and write. These peo^ I was 'always told, were old 
offioers. Many years have, however, passed since the salaries of peons were raised 
the necessity for some education amongst the men employed was striotiy enjoin^ I 
cannot undecstand how a man who cannot read and write can possibly distingniah between 
a bundle of some twenfy processes made over for swvioe, or at all events, how he osa 
possibly ho^ to distinguish amongst them so as to make proper returns of their service. <No

I obeerfed that in ero^ atatisn atab/ peen^ eame&dee sesriy ’one quitter R the total 
number, wore not employed on eerring ntoilMea bit on otW^rk, althonbh their ealariee 
were ohwqsMd to the proo cne e er wn g hma. Thiir duties were to keep order itf Oourt, to wait 
on the Tatiooi braiu^ in the offloe, to amM the Beoord Offire. or to guard the Court pre- 
nuMS. Tto iwooees fund is a qpeoial find deeigned for a speoial purpose. Honies der^ed 
from }nooeB8>lees oannot hiirly he ap^ed in maintaininp: estnhtishments the duties of which 
are entirely of a different chonmter. The fees realised might as properly be applied to the 
TnaintmAiine of poHoe. The faot is that oertain ohuprassees an ahoolutely necessary in aU. 
these offioes. Tnese ohuprassees some years Om used to be specially entertained for the 
Courts. For purposes of eoonomy they were abolished, hut without proper oonsideration o^ 
the probable result, ^ey have now been retained in another form, but the expenditure fslUl 
on suitors rather thnn on Ghivemment. I wish prominently to call attention to this, beoause,' 
although there is a large surplus shown to the credit of the process-serving establishment, 
a muoh larger surplus should be shown if the salaries of these men bb excluded. The results 
therefore are such as justify a reduction in the fees charged suoh as 1 have reoommended, or 
even to a still greater extent. 

««.^have oooasionally had oomploints made to me regarding the manner in which Amins 
do thw work. It was fairly said that the power in the hands of such men with some 
professions! knowledge is almost Absolute, and is very often improperly exercised with little 
possibility of supervision. A slight alteration in an angle may cost one of the parties the loss 
of a oonuderable piece of land, and though the injusiroe of this result may be patent, it 
requires professional knowledge which may ilbt be available to date||b and expose the souroe 
ot the error. The remedy is to employ a superior class of men, and this neoessarily involves 
the payment of higher salaries. The diffitnilty in altering the system arises from the atfbmpt 
to adjust all receipts and expenditure on this account, not only iu the general result, but district 
by district. This is, I think, attemming more than should be expected. Unfortunately, too, 
the spread of professional knowledgRfor such work has been alow, and there ore seldom available 
for employment competent persons unoonneoted with the Courts whose services oan be 
utilised to oheok the proceedings of Court Amins. The income derived from other sources 
connected with the administration of civil justice is so oonsiderable that I think a small 
deficiency iu one department, which cannot be made scjjf-supporting, consistent with a proper 
administration, may be oonoeded. I would therefore recommend the gradual employment 
of a superior and higher class of Amins in some districts, wh^re 'oases of some importance 
requiiing their servioes are of oomparatively frequent ooourrenoe. The more insignifioant 
oases might he left to an Amin of a lower grade, and the more oempeteut and 
reliable ofiieer might oooasionally he employed to o^ok the work of these oifioers. Some 
such reform is Absolutely necessary, for the inferior and unrelinble work of the Amins 
is a blot on our administration, and the neoessity which too frequently ooours for a 
second, and even a third, measurement and survey leads to much confusion, and adds 
considerably te the expenses of a suit. 

I have carefully examined the Ueoord Officers of the District Courts that I inspected, 
and I also examined the Becord Office at Patna, though I was unable to stop to inspect the 
Courts at that station. In each instance, I have noted separately the result of mv examina¬ 
tion. Except in Chittagong, where a new Beoord Office mould oa built, and at Suri (Ueor* 
bhoom) where the opening of oommunioation with an adjoining room and a slight re-arrange¬ 
ment o^he office aocommodation is necessary, the Beoord Offioes inspected—that is, at Arrab, 
Moxof^iore, Bonkipore, E[ri-<hnagur, Jessore, Baokergunge and Cuttack—are suffioiently 
oommodions^r the requirement of several years to oome. In some instances better racks 
should be gireb, and in othais some new racks, reaching to the ceiling, should be oonstruotod. 

I have pointed out these defects to the District Judges oonoerned, and reoommended that they, 
should apply for what is needed. The work in the Beoord Offices is generally muoh in orrear. 

~ , Chitta^ng, as I have already reported, the Beoord Office is in a state of uttar oonfusion;, 
Jessore, thou^ there is some attempt at arrangement, there are no catalogues of the 

rds preserve^ and there are oonsiderable arrears in the current work. Elsewhere there 

arrears varying in magnitude for which extra temporary establishments have been 
obtained, or are neoessa^. The state of the reoord-rooms generally requires more personal 
attention from District Judg^ The existenoe of suoh arrears everywhere is principally due 
to the gradual increase cf litigation for many yem past, which has thrown muoh additioual 
work on the record estaUishments. These e^blishments have, however, remained stationary, 
and have not been strengthened so as to dW with this additional work. The work 
thrown upon Beeord-keepers tmd the responsihilities of that. office have Imgely inoreas^ 
under the pcaotioe introduoed by ...the Government and the High Couil of examining 
oonrt-fee labds on the records and re-punohing them: also of granting oertifiaaites of 
smies realised in , exeoution of decrees, llie duty of supply!^ any new statis- 
tios that may be required is cdso thrown upon the Beoord^ Office, .dll tlus has oontri-' 
bated to the Mouraulation ol axMots, and not only ora additional temporay establishments 
peoemary, M the office allowed must permanently be strengthened. I have endeavoured, 
in oommiraiea&m with tbn District Judges whom 1 have met, to make some idbommendations 
onbotiitiirae poiiifa.« Bt .willbe a matter of no diffiottHy to determine what is required 
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elaevhere, having ^regard to the existing state of the Teooxd-rooma and the ttumher of records 
annnallj reoeived. In oonneotion with this subjeot I would mention that I have oooasionalljr 
found appieptioes and even process-serving peons employed in Beoord Offices. 1 have nrt 
attempted^ ordei them to be excluded, n^tue I felt that until a proper establishment 
was sanctioned,^ serious incoav^enoe would result from depriving the Beoord Offiomrs 
of sudi asButanou. At the Bame%ne, 1 think that this system of employing irresponsible and 
unpaid men in su^h an office cannot be too strongly condemned, and I trust that orders may 
soon be passed which will enable the District Judges to diqwnse with the services of 
such men. 

It is probably unnecessary to sa^ much on what is known as the system of Bent-Suit 
Mnnsif, by which is meant the practice under which, where there are two or more Munsifs 
at the same station, it is usual to vest onC'with powers of a Small Oause Judge to try suits 
of value not exceeding Rs 60, and to direct that he do also try all rent-suits, while the 
, ure difficult suits, connected with title to land, are tried by the other Munsif. The 
^primary object is to accelerate the decision of petty oases and suits under the Bent Law. and 
it was calculated thst ordinarily this would effect a fair division of the work. I am inclined 
to think that in both these objects this system has failed, and* that in other respects it is 
undesirable. A system is in force under whioh all petty suits and rent-suits, as well as 
unoonto^ted suits of all kinds, are always first taken up by Civil Courts, the preference 
alone being given to a port-hcjird oase of the previous day. If, therefore, these petty s'ut^ 
and reiit-Biiits be tried by two or more Munsifs instead of by only one, they are more likely 
to be tried by a greater number of officers instead of oonstitptiug the sole work of one officer. 
By these moans also the laiiours of all officers will be equalised, whereas under 'the special 
system one officer becomes a muol^ae to decide the easiest class of oases, while the otlier 
officer is called upon con^nntly to exercise all his^powers in the decision of difficult and in¬ 
volved cases. Nor is the^'division of the work at all equal. To winds the end of March anti 
(luring A]>ril, the end of the Bengali year, there ia an extraordinary flood of suits under the 
Rent Jmw. 'J’lie Special Munsif and his establishment have the greatest difficulty in dealing 
with these suits in tlieir preliminary stages; eventually ^e pressure is more than ono officer 
can bear, and so it nearly always happens that a large i^mhor of these suits are transferred 
to the other Munsif. Later in the year, the Special Munsif frequently finds himself with 
little work, whereas the transfer of rent-suits has deranged the file of the other Munsif, 
and thus a transfer of the other kind of suits becomes necessary, and all attempts to 
ensure any regulaiity in either Court fails. I should have thought that, with the practice 
of invariably giving prooodcnco r w petty oases, rent-suits, and unoontested oases 
winch is everywhere prevalent,^ it would require little argument to show that a division of 
local jurisdiction among the' Munsifs, instead of a division of their actual work, would be 
an arrangement infinitely preferable. However, the new Kent Law will introdiioo a change 
in the manner of trying tho less imptutiyt cases under it, and therefore it is hardly neces¬ 
sary to pay much attention to a system which must bo re considered. • 

1 have already adverted to the insufficienoy of the ministerial establishments allowed to 
the Hubordinate t'ivil Courts and the inadequacy in the rates of pay. During my tour I 
have had brought to iny notice several instances in whioh it was clear that particular Amla 
should be transferred to anotlier locality, either because they were employed where they had 
many local couuections, or for some other similar reason. For many years it has been the 
rule to trnusier Judicial officers after service in any particular place, and the benefits of such 
a B^'stem have been admitted. But it is even more necessary occasionally to transfer minis¬ 
terial offieers, for it not unfroquently happens that a Munsif finds it almost impossible to 
oouiiteraot the infltience of his Amla. Ministerial establishments have, since been 

E ’aced directly imdor Government, and therefore in representing this matter I trust that 
istriot Judges may be directed oooasioBully to transfer subordinate Amla I om aware that 
such transfer mnst be attended with much hardship. Tho pay of an Amla is nw more than 
suftioiont to maintain him near his own home, and he can ill-a£Eord the expense of a transfer. 
"Still tho interests of the public service, in my opinion, demond oooasional removals, and this 
will, I trust, 1)6 borne in mind in any re-adiustment of salaries. It is especially desirable tha>‘. 
'the higher ministerial offieers should not be employed in distriots in whioh their homes arA 
and thojigh from the higher character of such officers oooasional transfers are not so neoessac: 
ns in the case of the ordinary Amla, I am inclined to think that such transfers are often 
attended with the best results. 


1 trust that I have shown the necessity for a more oomplete and«anrly inspection of our 
Civil Courts, and I strongly recommend that such inspeoiions shall in future be at shorter 
intervals than heretofore.^ I feel sure that much benefit most result from such inspeotions; 
especially ^ongst the less'experienced of our officers. The faults of many of our Judges 
are, I believe, due to their never having learnt how to do their work, and to their having 



to suon a syetem, can be induced to adopt another, but the younger officer will always be 
found mort an.\ious to receive any instruction. I have thus observed Judges hearing Civil 
App^B, readii:^ the entire record for themselves instead of adopting the usual course of 
requiring the pleaders to point to the evidence on. whioh th^ rely in support of their argu¬ 
ments. Some 1 have seen with the entire record trausliteruted for easy reference, Ad 
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others I have found following a praotioe introduoed by a predecessor which they have he8ita> 
ted to alter, although it did not oommend itself to them. There are minor points of praotioe 
to which 1 might also refer, on aU of which, even during a very short, visit I was |^Ie to afford 
instruction. I ^ 

The object of my deputation was not to inspect the Q||minal Courts, i|nd the time at 
my disposal would not have admitted of my doing so. but I desiro to state my opinion that 
an inspection by a Judge or Judges of the High Court is necessary, eqjncially to sucertaiu 
the manner in which business is transacted by Benches of Magistrates. It has also boon 
brought to my notice that the Sessions Judges, who, as Courts of Appeal, alone see the ori¬ 
ginal work done by Magistrates of the first class, and as Sessions Courts tiy cases committed 
by them, have no opportunity of expressing any opinion, and as a matter of foct are never 
sked their opinions regarding such officers. It fh only in somewhat recent years that this 
has been discontinued. Promotion is accordingly given on opinions expressed by IHstri^ 
Magistrates and Commissioners, and therefore only on executive capacity exhibited. This i* 
as great a mistake as to promote such officers solely for judicial capacity, and cannot but 
act prejudicially to the proper performance of their judicial work. On tho other hand, 
the opinions of Sessions Judgeb'are asked regarding Magistrates of the second class before 
they receive higher powers, when obviously the J udges oun have had little opportunity of 
forming any opinion of the work of these ofiicers, since they can see only oases oommitted 
-bj iyijijH 'tnTitrn of the second class, and necessarily few, and tlioso very unimportant cases, 
are so committed, tho bulk of this class of work falling to the more experienced Magistrates 
of the first class.

Tir exaroiaa of tbe power* conferred opoa him by manae 17 of the ihlee pr^aoribed by the 
Goveraor-General in Ooancil ander Act II of 1886, tbeIii«atenaat>Qovelnoria pleased to make 
the followingr ralea, to have effect in ^ the territoriea administered by him; in addition to 
the rnlm contained in annexure Z, which have been promulg'ated by the Governor-Qeneral 
in Ooancil- 

1. Subject to the restrictiona hereafter mentioned, the power* and fnnotiona conferred 
and imposed by the Act and these rules shall be^^verally exercised by the Board of Revwiie, 
the Commissioners of Divisions, the Commissioner of Income Taxi^ who mill not underline 
instructions of the Board, the Colleotora of districts, and Collectors and Deputy CoHe<^rB 
appointed for the purposes of the Act. 

2. In the aiisessmeat and collection of the tax the Colleotor of the district *wil] be 
Bubjeot to the control df the Commissioner of the Division and the Board of Revenue. 

3. The Collector will retain in his own hands the general supervision of the operations 
under the Act; but, except in Calcutta, the immediate control and direction of the work will 
be enffusted to a Deputy Collector specially appointed by Qovemment, who will he termed 
the Income Tax Deputy Collector, and will exercise the powers of a Collector under the Act. 

4. The Board of Revenue will appoint one or more assessors in eaoh distriut, who, 

except fn Calcutta, will carry on the general work assesament under the immediate orders 
of the Income-tax Deputy Collector. ^ • 

5. The Commissioner of Income-tax, subject to the Board% control, will be entrusted 

with the administrative working of the Act. , 

6 . No assessment smountin<r t(f rupees two hundred and fifty or upwards shall bo 
made by the Income-tax Deputy Colleotor, but by the Collector of the district. 

7. The power of hearing ted passing orders on petitions of objection, nnder section 26 
of the Act, shall not be exeroi^ by Income-tax Deputy Oollootors, except in cases where the 
amount of assesarntmt to which the petition relates is less than rupees two hundred and fifty. 

8 . The forms to be used under the Aot shall he those contained in the sohedule annexed 
to these rule". ^Oonsietently with these rales, the Oommisaioner of Income Tax may alter 
these forms, or preseribe other forms as may from time to time be required. Forms of returns 
will be supplied by the 0>)lleotor free of charge to peTsons requiring them. 

9. Every return made under the Aot by a local authority, company, public body or associ- 
aflon, or private employer, shall be subscribed by the person making it with a declaration that 
it is correcily prepared in accordance with the provisions of the Act. 

10. In the case of a company, public b4ly or association, mentioned in sections 9 and

12. Tne Collector may farther cause a general notice in form G- to be published, inviting 
every private employer to deliver, or cause to be delivered to the Ooliect<nr wiiliin a time to 6b 
epecified, a return in form IB of the salaries as pensions, annuities add gratuities payable or 
paid to persons in his employ or pay, and to state, when submitting the return, whether 
he is willing to collect the tax due from the ^ persons included in the return, and to 
forward the amount to the Collector, on condition of his beinar allowed a remission of a portion 
of the amount payable on the terms specified in rule 13 below. The person making the 
return may subscribe on the return his absent to this arrangement. 

1 $. In the cases in which the agreement referred to in the three last preceding rules is

No person shall kindle any fire outside a Protected Forest, 
which is liable to spread into such forest on account of dry grass and jnngle- 
growtb extending to the forest, or fpr any other reason, without taking all 
neoessary pFecautiona to prevent the fire from thus spreading. 

-If any person, holding a license under above rules, offends against these rules 
in so far as they relate to the protection of forests from fire, he shall, if the Forest 
Officer so direct, forfeit suoh license for the year, and all timber or other 
forest produce owned by such offender that >ifi8 not at the time been removed 
outside the boundary of the forests may, ^t *tbi discretion of the Forest 
Offioer, be confiscated, in addition to any penalty which the offender may 
incur under aeotiou 32 of the Indian Forest Act.

Bescdution.— -In discussing the general management of these canala the 
Committee reported that since 1855 the supervision of the Calcutta Canals has 
been directly under the Commissioner of the Nuddea or Presidency Division, 
and tliey did not consider that this worked well. There was not, however, 
a concensus of opinion as to what change should be made, two of the Committee 
recommendi 4 g that the Supervisor should bo placed under the Magistrate- 
Collector of the 24-Pergunnahs, one member being of opinion that the canals 
sliot|ld form a sub-division of the Jlastcrn and Circular Canals Division under 
the lixocutive Engineer. 

The question n as an important one, and the opinions of the Commissioner 
and of the Board of Revenue were specially called for. The former upheld the 
proposal to place the general management under 'the Magistrate-Collector, 
while the Board of Revenue considered that the existing system should bold, 
or that the Supervisor should w<irk directly under the Board. Ou a full con¬ 
sideration of all that has been urged, the Lieutenant-Governor is of opinion 
that the present system fails m securing that close personal super,’’i8ion 
which is so much needed, while nothing would he gained by a transfer the 
Magistrate-Collector, that ollioiT being quite as unable as the Commissioner of 
the Presidency Division to afford the necessary leisure. It has ne^r been the 
practice for the Board of Revenue in its single or collective capacity to visit, 
inspect, and examiuo the working of any department. All the action they 
could take would be upon the submission of returns and reports, and this is not 
exactly the system which the necessities of the case most require. His Hon^ 
is therefore of opinion that the working of these canals should he plac^ 
under the Executive and Superintending Engineers, subject to the orders of 
Government in the Irrigation Department of Public Works. Accordingly the 
following notification is issued.

The Surgeon Superintendent should keep a daily journal of his proceedings during 
the voyage, noting therein every event of moment at the time of its occurrence. In addition, 
he should, enter the dates when the decks are scrubbed or otherwise donned; the c^ip fumigated, 
if necessary; the bottom-boards of the hospital bunks taken out on to the upper deck 
and Borubb^; the blankets shaken and aired; the bathing days and washing days; and the 
days on which he does not inspect the emigrants with the reason for the omission. He shouldi 
state eveiy day the nature of the weather and the latitude and longitude, and should notio/ 
the crossing of the tropics and of the line. Jle should enter any noteworthy instanoes^ 
the good or bad conduct of those on board, or of the working of the regulations for their 
discipline, and copies of any letters he may write or receive on service. At the end gf the 
journal he should place together all his general observations on the voyage, mentioning ell^ery 
objection he may see reason to form to the regulations, or to the victualling,^r any other 
pajk of the arrangements, and stating the remedy which he would propose. w 

The Surgeon Superintendent should bear in mind that this journal is a very important 
document, not only as concerns his charge, but himself, ancPshould be a faithful record of the 
occurrencesttif the voyage. It should therefore be carefully kept, and ail matters, which have 
any bearing upon his functions should be noted therein. A careful entry should be made of all 
complaints made to him by the emigrants, and the measures taken to remedy them; and ins 
case any investigation be necessary, the Surgeon Superintendent should request the master of 
the vessel to assist him. The evidence taken and the decision arrived at should be carefully 
entered and signed by the witnesses, by himself and by the master of the vessel and should be 
read to the complainant, who should be also required to sign it as a correct record of the pro¬ 
ceedings. The occurrences of each day should be entered before its close, while fresh in the 
Surgeon Superintendent’s memory, and loose memoranda should never be used.

To ensure 

Lifs-jaea*^ this bunyaucy, a life-jacket, in which the cork must he exposed 

and have a canvas back and straps only, shall weigh 51h when dry. 

Number .—^At least six life-buoys shall be provided, two of which shall be fitted with 

float signals. Six small and two large Holme's distress signals 
I 4 fa>lnion. shall besides be provided for night use. 

Material .—No life-buoys with stuffed itishes or with cork or other shavings, or granulated 
cork, or sola, or any loose material shall be approved by the Marine Surveyor. All cork life¬ 
buoys shall be construoted of solid cork, and fitted witii life lines and loops securely seized to 
them. No life-buoy shall be approved that will not float for 24 hours in water with 32^8 ot'iron 
suspended from it. 

Substitute —In lieu of life-buoys made of solid cork, any other strong life-buoys of an 
approved pattern, capable of floating in the water for 24 hours with 40tbs. of iron suspended 
from them, may be accepted. No contrivance shall be approved os a life-buoy that requires 
inflation before use. 

-Life-buoys with lines attached shall be secured by toggle and becket, or by 
any other similar method allowiiig of their rapid release. They shall not be lashed' or seized 
to the rail or any other part of the vessel, but shall be kept so as to be x’eady for use at a 
moment's notice-in case of emergency. ^ 

Eitaminatiou.-—In all esfies^ the Marine Surveyor shall carefully examine the life-buoys, 
satisfy himself of their buoyancy, and shall see that tlje materials of which they are composed 
have not become sodden, and that the lines attached to them are snflicient. 

Penalties.—mie Marine Surveyor shall call tho attention of owners and masters to the 
penalties imposed under section 298 of the Merchant Shipping Act for not keeping the boat 
and efficient life-buoys in constant readiness. 

Fire-engines and buckets .—^The number of fire-engines and 
fire buckets to bo carried in an emigrant ship shall be as 
follows—

The total number of hands shall inclnde the master and the four officers : and two-thirds 
of the ship's company, exclusive of the master and the four officers, shall be mode up of (A. Bs.) 
able seamen. In case of mixed crews the number shall be in proportion. 

The master and the four officers sball possess certificates of*uonipetency corresponding to 
their rank; or in the case of the officers, certificates of higher grade and not; only of service; 
and shall not be natives. They shall, if a native crew bo carried, be capable of issuing their 
orders intelligibly. In the case of steam-vessels^no steamer shall carry less than three engi¬ 
neers : .and every steamer of ouo hundred nominal horse-power and up\vards)as ]ier ship's registei 
shall carry, as First Engineer, an engineer holding a first class certificate; and as Seconc 
Engineer, an engineer holding a second class certificate or a certificate of a higher grade, being in 
every ease certificates of either competency or service, but not of inland service. In steamers 
of under one hundred nominal horse-i^wer, the Mrst Engineer shall hold a second class certificate 
or a certificate of a higher grade, of either competency or service, hut not of inland service. The 
engine-room crew, exclusive of the three engineers, shall be in number not less than in the 
ratio of six men for every hundred nominal horse-power, if Europeans ; and nine men, if natives. 

>»<i deck oneninM Betwetn-decks. — Thieknets. —The between-decks shall he at 

least one and a half inch thick, properly laid, and thoroughly 

caulked and paid throughout. 

Height, —The hetween-deqks shall in no case be less in height from deck to deck than six feet, 
and emigran^shall not be accommodated in any lower passenger deck than the hetwcon-decks. 

Iron -Every vessel bound to any place west of the Cape of Good Hope, or to Fiji

Air koloe.-—Ail air holes and otbefr apertures, likely to allow the escape of effluvia jfroor the 
cargo or bilge into the hatween-decks, shall he effectually closed. 

PsjsM.—-All pipes leading from the ship’s water-closets, baths, or cisterns shall be ascer¬ 
tained by the Marine Surveyor to be perfectly sound and in good order. The pipes intended 
for the oonv^anoe anywhere of sea, soiled, or waste water shall not poos through drinking 
water tanks ; nor shall they be allowed to continue in any position in which they are likely by 
leaking to oontaminate the parity of the drinking water, or of the air in the between-decks or 
other plaees intended Ib'r'the accommodation of emigrant. * 

Upper ioA <2»#Aneatc-R*Tke upper deck of every emigrant vessel shall be properly laid, 
^orougbly aualked and paid tbrou^ont: and its thickness shall not be less than that given 
in Lloyd's coles for scaatiing. aeooi&ig to the tonnage of the vessel.

SCHEDULE B. 

Ventiiation and Lioutiko or Emigrant Vessels. 

General Rules. 

The requirements of this schedule shall apply to all steam and sailiug vessels chartered 
for the conveyance of emigrants. 

8. The ventilation of thS betweon-decks shall be distinct from that of the hold. « 

S. All air-holes in the between-decks communicating with the hold shall be eficctaally 
closed, to prevent the escape into the betweSh-deeks of foul air from the bilge, or of steam 
from the ear^; and all ventilating shafts, tubes, or other openings intended to promote the 
ventilation of the hold, shall bo fitted to act independent^' of those adapted to the require¬ 
ments of the hetween-dccks ventilation. 

The siae and situation of all ventilators for the between-decks and hold respectively shall 
he determined with due regard to their cfficicuey and the safety of the vessel by the Afarine 
Surveyor, who shall satisfy himself that all the appliances for both natural and artificial venti¬ 
lation meet the requirements of the rules, and arc in good working order. 

Tlie Marine Surveyor, on determining the size and situation of the requisite ventilators, 
shnll cause the dimensions anfl positions of the hetween-deck ventilators to be marke<l \\|ith 
chalk or paint ^on the under surface of the upper deck so as to afford the Aledical InsjKxstor, 
when bolding Ins primary inspection, an opportunity of judging of the intended means of 
ventilation, and of indicating any alterations which he may deem necessary in res]>ect 
thereof. . 

Natural ventilation of bftwenH-deeks. —Besides hatchways, cowls, or air.shafts, every Vessel 
sbnIPbo provide«l with properly fitted double scuttles on each side, one of glass and one of 
metal, fitted indejiendently of each other to the side of the ship. These shall be placed about 
1-1) feet ai>art, and as close under the upper deck as possible; and with a view to prevent emi¬ 
grants tampering with them, they shall fasten, when closed, by means of square-headed screw 
bolts without handles, capable of being opened only with a carpenter's spanner. 

Exclusive of side and sternports, and, in steamers, of openings into the engine-rcxnn, 
stoke-holes, coal-bunkers, collision compartments, and screw tunnel, the effective size, or sec¬ 
tional area of the batch openings and of other apertures for the ventilation of emigrants' 
compartments taken collectively, shall be calculated at the rate of not less than 60 sr^are 
inches per emigrant, and at least one-fifth of such ventilating area shall be ^ailable even 
in excessively bad weather, necessitating the closing of hatches. 

Ib vic;w of the varying conditions to he dealt with, of the importance of fresh air, and 
of the facilities for retlueing or modifying ventilation, any existing openings in excess of the 
prescribed approximate requirement shall not he closed, even on ouier glands, without the 
'written authority of the Marine Surveyor. 

The relative positions of ventilating tubes or shafts in amigruit vessels shall be govemedr 
by the fdllowing rules 

(a). A pair of cowl-headed tubes, or one larm oentrai tube or air-shaft, shall be fitted 
as far aft as possible, and similar ventilators shall be fitted as far forward as possible ; and in no 
case shall they be more than six feet from the extrome end or bulk-bead, aft or forward respec¬ 
tively, so that the between-decks may be tboronghly ventilated. All Ofter tubes or air-shafts 
needed for the between-decks shall, as far as praotiesble, be so distributed in Uie intervening 
spaces between the several hatchways as to ensure thron|^K»t an eqiasble supply of fresh air. 

(d). Inlets for fresh air sball be so plaoed as to avoid, as mndt as poerable, the risk of 
receiving the foul air from outlets. 

(c). With a vied^to secure for ventilators tbs supp^ sad pr o ie e ti on of the solid struc¬ 
tures of the ship, and thus render them capable of bsing kept upM bad westber when the 
hatches have to be closed, as large a proportion as posribls of tlis lemtired ventilation shall be 
■soured tbrougb cowl-hcnded tubes and air-sbafte eartisd np diiuetly the between-deoks to 
the oj^ air alrave tbrougb the poop, deck-housse, sad Inrassstls. ■ 

Skrob portions of the upper deck hatchways u are not fitted with storm hatohes, and ean 
' safely bo utilized for ventilation, ehall be kept open, but shall bs protectsd ngai»»«s aceidents 
iron gratiof^ admitting of the hatches being closed and theiroovexs readily put on when nttriT 
sary. the appropriate hatohes and their tarpaulins shall be seenrriy and TOnvenientiy rT-nrnl 
afar the batohtvays to which they beloftg for immediate use when nsH vd, ' * ' 
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OomUbrnM tubM ahall, wliea pnietJoal^iJfllStered to aiivahmfto.* Bat when eowle nro 
]an^Ir or escthuirelj eoiployod, cad the da^pPra ooneeqaantlj dark, eanoient nambor ci

Bvexr oowl-hsaded take shall bOMro with an air di^ser at its lower end, and with a 
snitable plo^ f<«r dosing the deck adnmg in ^d weather; and every air^sbaft shall provid* 
ed with a d^4ig'ht cover, aqd a wMolin tu be spread te^tofashion over it in wet weather, 
obviating the neoessity for elyjing the sky^light cover lor.every passing shower. 

No less than five wind-nuls, each measuring fully 81 feet Jong, uiall be provided for the 
ezelusive 'bee of the emigrants. 

OX cargo iofd.'—Exclusive of ventilation through hollow iron masts, the hold of every 
steam or sailing Vessel shall be fitted, to the satisfaclion of the Marine Survivor, with cowl-headed 
ventilators, having an aggr^ate sectional area of not less than 4 sqnara feet to every 1,000 
tons of ^e vessel's register: and the mouth of every such cowl riiiul be protected by a convex 
wire netting protector, one-fourth inch ssesh, against the possibility of live embers trom pipes 
or T>eing thrown down into the hold. 

The stoppage of ventilation through the masts or other ventilating openings shall be 
guarded against by arranging the dunnage and cargo about the outlets m such manner as to 
seoura the continuous escape of foul air. 

yenfi/a^ion.—Evory sailing and steam vessel carrying emigrants to colonies west of the 
Cape shall be fitted with some efficient contrivance to be approved by the Protector and Medical 
Inspectouof Emigrants for artificially ventilating the between-deoks and h«>ld. Provided that 
vessels which are at the time of the publication of these rules fitted with ventilating apparatus, 
approved under the rules under Act Vll of 1871, shall be permitted to oontiuue running with 
such^apparatus. In the case of a vessel Chat is again charged tdt the oonveyanoe of coolies, 
the means of natural ventilation fitted for the last voyage need not be inlerferra with, provided 
that the Protector and Medical InspMtor Emigrants are satisfied that they cootinne the 
same and were found to be sufficient on that voyage.

Jtequirem^^'^lr distilUMg and oieam-eooling apparalut. 

All condensers shall hav^a separate engine for working the circulating cold-water pump, 
and under no ciroumstauces shall this engine do any other work except that of feeding the 
steam-boiler. * # 

All condensers shall be fitted with a filter and an aerating valve, the filter being charged 
with animal charcoal; and no condensed water from the food boilera shall pa^ without filtra¬ 
tion into the tanks for storing water for drinking |)prpo8es. 

The arrangement for discharging the circulating water from the condenser shall admit of 
the water being delivered into buckets or by means of a suitable hose and connection to be pro¬ 
vided discharged over each side of the ship, or utilized for the wasbing^f decks, the clemiing 
of latrines; and the extinguishing of fire. 

Boilers shall be furnished with a steam-gauge, indexed to double the working pressure, 
a glass water-gauge and two separate gauge cocks, one safety valve, and two mud-hole doors 
for cleaning purposes. 

Boilers and all machinery shall he properly covered in ; and any wooden bulkhead ,in the 
vicinity of the boiler shall be covered with sheet lead, 441b to the square foot, and securely 
fastenra thereto.

Fittings for Emigrant Vessels. 

t. 

, General Rule».^ 

1. Whenever suitable and consistent with requirements, iron or other metal shall be 

employed in the construction of an emigrant ship's fittings. 
The water-closet seats or .foot-rests, floors or troughs and 

their shoots, shall invariably be of metal or lined with zinc or lead, properly fastened or 
soldered. " 

2. Where wood has to bo employed as in the ease of bottom boards for bunks and sleeping 

■or 1 « platforms, it sball be of sufficient thickness—at least one 

" **' inch—and smoothly planed before being utilized for any 

pinpose. The wood used in constructing the combings of booby hatches, stanchions, and 
other supporting frames or structures shall not bo less than three inches square; and the thick¬ 
ness of the planking used for platforms, bunks, water-closets and other similar purposes sball 
not be less than one inch. ^ 

3. All fittings shall be strongly put together, and all binges, bolts, olamps, metal venti¬ 
lating tubes, cowl-heads and their deck phlanges, and every 
other description of fittings shall be thoionghly well fasten^ 
against rough usage. 

4. The cast-off wooden fittings of any emig^rant vessel shall on no account be employed 

in fitting any other emigrant vessel; nor shall the wooden 
fittings of a previous voyage be utilised for any succeeding 
voyage without the written permission of the Medical Inspector of Emigrknts obtained by the 
master during the primaiy inspection of bis vessel.

jl. The hospital shall, in every case, be on'the upper deck, and shall be fitf^ in a deck- 
• bouse except in vessels proceeding to Fiji by the South 

“**' Australian route, in which, if practicuhio, the forward poop 

cabins shall be fitted for hospital purposes. In the absence of a suitable deck-house, the hospi¬ 
tal-house shall be built as strong, secure, and water-tight as a deck-house should be. The 
doors of the hospital-house shall, when practicable, be fitted aft, and accommodation Bha\i 
be provided therein for two per cent, of the total number of emigrants to be carried in the 
vessel at the rate of 18 superficial feet per emigrant. The hospital space shall he divided 
by means of a bulk-bead or screen, which shali be so constructed as not to fiaterfere with 
ventilation, into two compartments for the separate accommodationo^male and female patients, 
and shall ventilated, lighted, and fitted to the satisfaction of thelffedioal Inspector. .The 
bunks shall be constructed to fold out of the way when not needed, and shall be fitted with 
either bottom boards, or strong sacking bottoms, tightly stretched and securely fastened.
